The committee is in receipt of nu 
merous offers for free freight from the 
West. Also storage, cartage, lighterage 
and the services of brokers, stevedores 
and elevators are free.

A reporter baa furnished the London 
Telegraph with a description of the ice 
of L 



««Ut of London. That to which the 
northern ice carters resort is situated on 
the Caledonian road, just by the New 
Cattle Market. Its exterior, on ordinary 
occasions, is not very remarkable. It is 
•imply a brick built, windowless, "round 
bouse," with some sort of machinery that 
looks like a gigantic mou^e trap sur 
mounting its roof. The ice well at 
Islington contains, when packed from 
loir to ceiling, three thousand ton*, to 
make up which seven thousand load 
little or big, are requisite. Within the 
past week the New river and the Ham 
stead and ether ponds have yielded so 
prolific a crop that the great well was 
within four days of being full. Foui 
days supplies means two thousand load.*; 
five hundred loads a day being, on the 
average, the quantity that may be drawn 
up and shot, every one working their 
. briskest. The wastine of the stored ice 
ia curiously small. It is packed as clo*e 
ly as possibls; but it settles and become- 
one dense mass, so solid that it has to 
be hatched to bits with axes; yet the 
shrinking of the walls on all sides of this 
dense block ia only six inches. No 
artificial means are adopted to keep the 
temperature of the well low. It supplies 
itself with air cold enough to maintaiu 
a freezing point. The ice trade begin> 
in May This great ice holder ia then 
broached, and by the end of July i« 
emptied.

Profit of Gonla. 

Robert W. Scott, of Franklin eonnty, 
Ky., writee to the Leaingtoa Observer 
and Reporter, a long letter in regard to 
goat raising in the State. In its coarse 
be says : 

"I have a flock of nearly two hundred 
head of Cashmere or Angora goats, pro 
duced by crossing the pure bred Angora 
bucks with the native or common females, 
now deep enough in the blood to pro 
duce wool long enough to ha shorn and 
manufactured. This flock has coat me 
almost nothine; the aales which have 
been made and the meat and skina ofthe 
miles acd wethers from time to time in 
the course of production having remu 
nerated all expenses. I have recently 
received the account of axle of my goats 
wool at 8ft cents per pound. The produce 
this wool cost me no more per pound 
than to produce the wool of my improv 
ed Kentucky' sheep, and yet 37 cents 
per pound was the heat offer I could get 
for my sheeps' wool in Kentucky. Both 
the goe''s wool and the sheep's wool were 
•horn and handled alike, yet one pro 
dueed 65 cents and the other 37 cents 

per pwuuu.
